are of a larger size, and produce more 
meat than common fowls. The best 
breed for the farm is the Wyandotte. 
They make the best mothers. They 
are larger and therefore produce more 
meat. They are far superior to any 
other fowl in egg producing. 

We cannot hope to have strong 
healthy chickens unless the houses 
are built so that they can get plenty 
of sunshine and are properly venti- 
lated. There arc two plans on which 
we may build chicken houses. The 
colony plan consists of small houses 
placed far enough apart so that the 
little flocks will have free range. The 
continuous bouse plan consists of 
separate pens under one roof, open- 
ing directly into a hall way. There 
are several ways under these plans 
by which we can build our houses. 
They should be built to suit the vari- 
ous conditions. The house should be 
built on an elevation of land, where 
the soil can be kept dry by draining. 
It should face the south, because sun- 
shine and warmth are necessary to 
good poultry raising. Yards should 
be used throughout the year. If pos- 
sible double yards, for then one may 
rotate green cyps. 

Little chicks should not be fed un- 
der two days. There is enough food 
in their little stomachs to last them 
this long. Hard boiled eggs with dry 
bread crumbs is excellent for the first] 
meal. After they are weaned they | 
can be fed whole wheat or cracked 
corn.

The United States biological survey 
is now making its third annual count 
of birds, with the aid of volunteer 
enumerators all over the country. 
Each enumerator undertakes to count 
the number of breeding pairs of each 
species found on a selected area of 40 
to 80 acres, and the count actually 
consists in an enumeration of the male 
birds found in the course of a few 
morning reconnoissances. From the 
figures thus obtained estimates are 
made of the bird population in the va- 
rious sections of the country. This 
year the survey is making a special 
effort to obtain statistics from the 
semi-arid desert and mountain re- 
gions west, and also from the fruit 
districts of the Pacific coast and the 
South Atlantic and gulf states.

TEACmS" SUiRIES AFFECTED. 

Sunt. Foster states that the salaries 

of the rural teachers of Christian 
county will be so large this year as 
tli.-v were last year. He (fives three 
reasons for this reduction, namely: 

"First there was a falling off in the 
rural census in this county this year 
amounting to 291. Thi« loss being 
figured at*). 10 per capita, the state 
per capita, makes a total loss of $1. 
484.10. The State per capita has 
fteen reduced 15c per pupil. In 
Christian county it is 16c lower than 
last year. 

Second, there are in the rural dis- 
tricts outside of Hopkinsville and the 
graded schools this year 7,711 chit 
dren of school age. Tills number 
multiplied by 16c, the decrease, 
makes a loss of $t f l?38.76. There is 
also a loss in the dog tax of $82.96. 
The Department of Education fur- 
nished the County Board of EeHica 
tion $2,799.82 less than year. 

Third, last year the County Board 
of Education supplemented the teach- 
ers' salaries, while this year with the 
extra burden of the High school sal 
aries it does -not feel able to make t 
supplement, therefore, the money re- 
ceived from the State Treasurer 
through the State Department of Edu 
cation must pay the salaries this year. 
This statement shows conclusively 
that this falling off is due to condi- 
tions over which the County Superin- 
tendent and the County Board of 
Education have no control. 

The check from the State this year 
will be $5,750.20 each installment and 
147 teachers must be paid a month's 
salary out of this amount, therefore, 
is evident that if all the teachers 
had the same qualifications this would 
make about $39.00 for each teacher, 
but the salaries vary in proportion to 
he attendance and the qualifications 
of the teacher, consequently, some 
will get more and some will get less 
than this amount.

While tunneling l« among the moat 
ancient of enterprise*, yet mere prog- 
res* ban hr>pn made in It the* la*t cen- 
tury than In the twpnty Jcenturlee 
which preceded H. It la now known 
that hark In the setnlmvthlcal daya of 
the Theban king* the long tunnel Into 
the mountain rock, expanding at a dla- 
tance of 400 feet or ao Into *ome lofty 
chamber, waa a common work of 
prlncea. The rock templea of Nubia, 
too, and of India show that In certain 
matter*, at any rate, modern* may atlll 
learn from ancient*. Then again In 
Algeria, Switzerland, wherever the 
Roman* went, are to be found tunnel* 
of all kind* and designed for all juir- 1 
poee*. for road* and drain* and water 
auppllea. Pliny make* mention of one 
notable achievement, the greatest of 
It* kind In hi* day, the great tunnel 
constructed for the drainage of Lake 
Fuclno.

More than three and a half mtlea long, 
It was driven under Monte Salvlano 
and required for it* construction shafts 
of no less than 400 feet.

During the last ten years, about 
twenty explosion* have occurred In 
cereal, flour and feed mill*, wita the 
loss of two million dollars' worth of 
property, aa well as the killing or In 
Juring of over 200 employee*. Inves- 
tigations regarding the causes of these 
explosions and subsequent fires have 
not proved conclusively what are the 
difficulties to be avoided. In eight 
cases the explosions are believed to 
have originated from the aparks pro 
duced in the machine* during the 
grinding proce**. Tiny particle* of 
gravel or metallic aubstance* coming 
Into contact with the plates of the 
machine may produce enough sparks 
to ignite the dust vithin the machine 

Another possible cause for cereal 
dust explosions suggested I* the use 
of naked flame*. — Popular Science 
Monthly.
